The Moil-Order Houses Will Have to Pay 


Monday's Amazing Supreme Court Decision 


Arkansas papers generally seem to have missed the sig- 


nificance of a United States Supreme Court decision last Mon- 
day, February 17, upholding the right of a "sales-tax state" 
to enforce collection of the tax against its residents even when 
Jheir purchases are made from out-of-state business houses. 


^ This decision, closing the greatest 


single loop-hole in the administration 
of a state sales tax, came in the case 
of Montgomery Ward & Co. and Sears 
Roebuck & Co., Chicago mail-order 
houses, appealing from the State of 
Iowa's 2 per cent use tax—the com- 
panion measure which extends the 
sales tax to purchases made by a 
sli.te's residents outside the common- 
wealth's boundaries. 


The court ruled for the SUitc of 


Iowa 
and 
against the 
mail-order 


companies. 


Arkansas has, besides her 2 per cent 


sales tax, a companion "use tax" 
measure which is deficient in many re- 
spects and which the legislature is 
now preparing to change.

The Associated Pross dispatch from 


Washington Monday, February 17, re- 
porting this epochal decision, is re- 
printed in full from the St. Louis 
Globe Democrat of Tuesday, February 
18, as follows: 


The court upheld efforts 
by 


Iowa to require mail-order houses 
outside the state to collect the 
slate's 2 per cent "use tax," com- 
plementary to its retail sales lax, 
on all goods they sell to Iowa resi- 
dents. /The companies had, con- 
tended that the law was an uncon- 
stitutional discrimination against 
interstate commerce and had been 
sustained by the Iowa Supreme 
Court. 


The court divided on the Iowa 


tax case, 5-2, with Justice Stone 
not participating. 
The 
majority 


opinion, by Justice Douglas, held 
that the tax was valid because 
"the purchaser is in Iowa and the 
tax is upon use in Iowa," and that 
the mail-order houses could be re- 
quired to act as collection agencies 
«s a condition of doing business in 
tho state. 


"Use in Iowa is what is taxed," 


the decision said, "regardless of the 
time and place of passing title, and 
regardless of the time the tax is 
required to be paid. * * * 


"The use tax and the sales tax 


are complementary. Sales made 
wholly within Iowa carry the same 
burden as these mail-order sales. 
A tax or other burden obviously 
does not discriminate against in- 
terstate commerce where 'equality 
is its theme.' " 


Justice Roberts, in a dissent 


joined by Chief Justice Hughes, 
declared that "a state cannot jus- 
tify a burden on interstate com- 
merce by laying a similar burden 
on local commerce," and that the 
tax constituted "an effort on the 
part of Iowa to regulate or tax 
an event which occurs outside her 
borders and over which she lias 
no jurisdiction."

without debate Gates' resolution call- 
ing for appointment of seven repre- 
sentatives to make the study for "the 
purpose of providing information for 
improving and advancing .the en- 
vironment and educational advatages 
of those held as prisoners." 


The house defeated 27 to 27 the bill 


by Hedges of St. Francis to, revise 
libel laws affecting newspapers, mag- 
azines and periodicals. 


After wrangling over the measure 


more than an hour the house passed 
56 to 20 tho bill by Barham of Se- 
bastian reorganizing the State Board 
of Cosmetology to give beauty opera- 
tors control of the body regulating 
their profession.

This year's income tax blanks have 


another new feature, the special De- 
fense Tax. That's to help Uncle Sam 
pay for his new army and navy. 


Lots of people misunderstand 
it. 


even taxpayers of long rate for mod- 
erate incomes is 4 per cent. The new 
10 per 
cent 
Defense Tax 
doesn't 


mean that the rate has been upped 
to 14 per cent. It means that you 
are taxed 4 per cent, and then you 
add 10 per cent of whatever amount 
that figures out to be. For instance, 
if your income tax figures out at 
$40, 
you take 10 per cent of that 


540 as a Defense Tax, and add it to 
the $40, making a total tax of $44. 


It's easy to see how this is mis- 


understood. If you'll look at your 
blank, form 
1040-A or 1040, you'll 


see that the Defense Tax is the last 
item, on either one. The regular tax 


"Balance of Income Tax" sounds kind 
of final, and people tend to start writ- 
ing their check at that point. You 
must, however, make that last cal- 
culation of the Defense Tax, and 
add it to the regular income tax 
to make up the final total. 


Some returns have already come in 


from conscientious objectors, who say 
they are against war, and against 
being drafted into the army because 
they do not believe in war, and that 
therefore they can't pay any De- 
tente Tax, either.

This disorder used to be respbnsible 


'cv about one-fourth of the new cas- 
es of insanity and for more than one- 
lalf of the patients in mental hos- 
pitals. It is only in the last half 
dozen years that Dr. Pollock's re- 
cords have revealed n substantial 
number of recoveries from this once 
incurable afflictftm. 


Recently he has found that some 


forms of mental* disease appear to 
be on the increase, but he does not 
look upon this.;4s serious, or as in- 
dicating that th,?'country is gradual- 
ly going crazy;:" The increases, he 
finds, are chiefly-in mental''.diseases 
due to old age, and these are due 
to the increased i number of older 
persons in the population. 


Dr. Pollock has found no grounds 


for the popular theory that women 
in general tend to develop mental 
disorders more readily than men. In 
fact, the rates are somewhat high- 
er among men. 


He also finds that some time or 


other during his life, one person out 
of every 20 is taken to a special 
hospital for treatment of a mental 
breakdown. Encouragingly, 50 out of 
every hundred; of those taken to a 
mental hospital manage to improve 
enough, to return to .their families 
as improved or cured. Thirty years 
ago, 
not nearly -as many returned 
home. 


Dr. Pollock started life as a farm 


boy, and he is still a farmer, finding 
time to manage a fruit farm near 
Middleburg.

Pollock Park near Albany is named 
after him.

On the other hand, if the operator 


of this same farm indicates on his 
intention form that 8 acres will be 
planted, and 9 acres are actually 
planted, payment would be made on 
the one acre diverted.
